The office reports that attendance 
after the holidays is better this year 
than it has been in the past. Students 
not only came back more promptly bu^ 
also there was a lower percentage of 
students who dropped out. Last year 
thirty-five students withdrew at Christ 
mas time, approximately three per cent 
of our enrollment at that time. This 
year only thirty-two students. 2 3T> per 
cent of the total enrollment, withdrew. 



The World Court campaign proper 
has passed into the realm or history. 
It would truly take a good sized piece 
of historical investigation to ascertain 
the results achieved. 

We would not have time here to 
record the many by-products of the 
C* uipaigu but there were two great de- 
velopments which might lie listed as 
such, though iu importance they should 
b rated along with any phase of the 
campaign itself. 

L The National Student World Court 
Poll was the most successful poll of 
student opinion that has ever been 
taken. 130,000 students In 333 differ- 
ent institutions voted. Whereas the 
students voted five to one in favor of 
the I'nited States entering the World 
Court, the ballot was no landslide and 
th .• variety of opinion and the varying 
vote in different colleges and parts of 
the country showed that students were 
thinking and did have very definite 
opinions. 

2. The National Collegiate World 
Court Confer nee at Princeton was per- 
haps the first truly national student 
conference. The World Court Commit- 
tee had nothing to do with it, nor did 
any advisory committee of faculty or 
other "elder statesmen." All of the ar- 
rangements were made by student com- 
mittees. The delegates were students 
elected by students. Practically all of 
the conference was given over to stu- 
dent discussion and finally the first 
great move toward a National Stu- 
dents' Education was made. One of the 
articles of this Federation is: "That 
student opinion shall be the final de- 
termining factor in sending delegates 
to meetings of, or In any way controll- 
ing the organization of, the Federa- 
tion." The three purposes of the Fed- 
.ration are: 

L To achieve a spirit of unity among 
the students of the I'nited States to 
give consideration to questions affect- 
ing student interest. 

2. To develop intelligent student 
opinion on questions of national impor 
tance. 

3. To foster understanding among 
the students of the world in the fur- 
therance of an enduring world peace. 

Judging from reports received at 
National Headquarters from individual 
colleges and student World Court Com- 
mittees all over the contry, the stu- 
dents of America seem anxious to keep 
up their interest in national and inter- 
national issues. They seem to feel that 
there is a real need for thinking 
through problems that are bigger than 
the usual campus ones. They wel- 
comed the World Court campaign as 
giving them the opportunity of taking 
the first step in the new responsibility 
which students are assuming. 

This was clearly shown by an edi- 
torial in the I'niversity of Washington 
Daily entitled "Why Stop with the 
World Court?" which suggested that 
ten hours of current events he a grad- 
uation requirement in every school and 
college of the university. The de'egates 
at the Amherst conference called upon 
their student bodies to suggest that the 
entire student body of America urge 
Congress to appropriate at least as 
much monev as is now being scent on 
the R. O. T. C. for exchang scholar 
ships between students of other coun- 
tries and the students of the United 
States.

Consider the quit* extraordinary 
conduct of President Marion Edwards 
Parks of Bryn Mawr College. 

Miss Parks was petitioned by the 
students' Self-Government Association 
to permit smoking at Bryn Mawr under 
certain restrictions and in certain 
quarters of the college. The reason the 
petitioners gave was this: that while 
not nil of the stndents wished to 
-moke — in fact, less than half of them 
apparently did wish to — an old nutl- 
sni'iking rule of 1*97 was Increasingly 
difficult to enforce and no longer had 
'ladcr graduate sentiment behind it. 

What did Mhs Parks answer'.' Did 
^hc ntllut out to tlie students that 
Bryn Mawr never changes? Did she 
discover that the youuger generation is 
coing to the (IoksV Did she affirm 
that a law once written is a law for- 
ever, and that if Bryn Mawr does not 
■ house to live as it lived in 1897 the one j 
thing to do Is t<> give the college more 
machinery of enforcement? No, Miss 
Parks laid down none of these ex i 
athedra judgments. She simply re- 
marked that the conduct of the stud- 
• uis at Bryn Mawr has always been in 
the hands of the Self-Government 
Association; that the regulations of the; 
■saodatioa have Imh-u based on the 
public opinion of the moment; that 
times change and opinion changes with 
it; and that if a n-iilation prohibiting 
BQ| thing "can no longer depend on 
the authority of conscience and con- 
viction, which make up public opinion," 
then It is no longer effective nud there 
is no health in it. 

Students at Bryn Mawr will hence- 
forth be permitted to smoke, if they 
wish to smoke, under certain moderate 
restriction. Miss Parks helps us be- 
lieve that wc are living in an age of 
reason. 



Origin of Harvard Crimson 
Traced to Bandanas of 
Crew 



The traditional Harvard crimson^c- 
cording to the Christian science Mon- 
itor, was selected quite by accident. At 
the time of the boat regatta in 1858, 
the crew was in a quandary. Costumes 
and boats were not standardized, being, 
purchased by the members of the crew 
with no idea of unity. How. then, 
weie the spectators to distinguish fair 
Harvard? The story is told by Dr, 
Eliot. President emeritus, who was a 
member of the crew at that time, of a 
mad rush to Hovey*s the morning of 
the Important day. Ben Crownin- 
shield. the stroke, had been entrusted 
with the en and of buying something 
bright enough to be seen from the 
■bore, and something worthy to dis- 
tinguish a Harvard crew. His eye was 
aught "J' some China-red bandanas. 
For seven! years afterward Harvard 
crews were known by this bright head- 
gea r.

Women's Higher Education 
A Failure, Says Outspoken 
Head of Michigan College 

Or. Little, of Ann Arbor, Follows 
Attack of Prohibition with Denunci- 
ation of Co-Education. Says Girls 
Should Be Taught N 
of Motherhood 



Detroit, Mich., Dec. 11. — Dr. Clarence 
Cook Little, the youthful educator who 
was brought two months ago lrom the 
I'hiversity of Maine to '.K?<»me the 
sixth president of the University of 
Michigan, continued today to express 
himself freely on pertinent topics in 
startling speeches. 

"Co-education, or rather higher edu- 
cation for women, has thus far fal- 
len little short of total failure," Dr. 
Little told an audience of club women 
today in Grand Uapids, where only 
Thursday he flayed prohibition en- 
forcement as an "international joke," 
before an audience of business men. 
Flarebacks Caused 

This aroused the reiigious and pro- 
hibition leaders gathered here for the 
annual meeting of the Federal Council 
of Churches and caused flarebacks at 
Dr. Little as well as .widening the 
bttawh among the council leaders them- 
selves on the prohibition question. 

Dr. Little, as president of the Birth 
Control League of America, has made 
several speeches on this subject which 
have caused resentment. His educa- 
tional views, too, have been radical, 
but to all critics he gave the follow- 
ing challenge: 

"if it ever comes to a question of 
deciding between freedom of speech 
and thought and the position I hold. 
I will hesitate only long enough to 
write the necessary communication." 

It is thought here that this veiled 
threat of resignation may lie put to 
the test when the board of regents 
meets Dec. 18 in Ann Arbor. 

Analyzes Co-ed 

To the Grand Hapids club women 
Dr. Little made the following analysis 
of the present day co-ed: 

"She reaches college with an inferior 
physical equipment. She is dumped 
into a system that is planned by men 
and bossed by men. It is no suprise 
to me that it tends to turn them out 
masculine women. Man-made educa- 
tion is for economic success primarily. 
Why should not women s education in 
elude more things that will be reflect- 
ed in what they siieeitically are to con- 
tribute to the world? 

"They are actually harmed by college 
life. They are, too. many of them, slaves 
of their surroundings and are too much 
wrapped up in details. Tn^ir attention 
must lie directed to the dignity of the 
human body. If they become mothers, 
they will some day become the directors 
of i be destiny of small growing bodies. 

•Whether as mothers or as teachers 
they ought to have a knowledge of 
how the child's body is put together. 
Elementary preventive medicine and 
hygiene courses should be given every 
college girl."

College 



Wesleyan Undergraduate Parley Stlre 
Up Much Discussion of Educational 
Problems 



Fifty delegates from neighboring 
colleges, several hundred Wesleyan 
students, a sprinkling of professors, 
heard Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, ex- 
president of Amherst, deliver the 
opening speech of the Undergraduate 
Parley on Education at Connecticut 
Wesleyan College, December 4. Dr. 
Meiklejohn described the students and 
professors of his College of Vie Future. 

In this mythical college there will be 
no lecture system. "1 for one am anx- 
ious to see the whole lecture system 
in college abolished . . . result of the 
system is that the graduate of the 
American college does not read books 
. . .Reading is made a secondary thing 
in the college to lectures. . . .We are 
not learning' to go to literature and live 
in it. . . . How American students love 
to be told what to .think. . . They act 
as infants in intellectual matters." 

"A young man should really come 
to college to learn for himself. This 
life of ours needs to be thought about 
and each of us must have some re- 
sponsibility of his own." • 

Dr. Meikeljohn proposes that stu- 
dents be unchained from text books 
written by the third rate minds, turned 
loose in the literature of the "great 
minds." 

The faculty will not be in the posi- 
tion of imparting a body of truth al- 
ready arrived at. "The faculty of the 
College of Tomorrow is trying to think 
. . Students are too. By association 
the students learn." The ideal relation 
of student and professor resembles the 
relation of master and apprentice. 

Dr. Meiklejohn insisted on the need 
for a Guild of American Scholars, a 
group of learned men interested in 
directing the liberal education of the 
country, in deciding what must be 
taught. At present scholars are drifting 
this way and that, "never caring 
whether scholarship as a whole is 
serving our life as a whole."

Appearing daily in a well-known New York paper are the replies 
of Dr. S. Parker Cadman, President of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, to numerous inquiries from the 
readers of the paper. 

The following quotation is his discussion of success: 
"Because of its misuse, 'success' has become a somewhat du- 
bious word, although its original meaning is clear and straight for- 
ward. 

"When one is introduced to a successful man explanations have 
to follow. It must be shown that success can be translated into serv 
ice, sacrifice, truth and justice without regard to the lower elements 
of reward or penalty. 

"Success is not the accomplishment of what we most desire, but 
of what we should desire. It lies in worthy work well done ; in the 
honor of a name preserved and handed down as a priceless legacy 
to those who come after us; in the record of sterling integrity and 
unspotted reputation; in the courage that never falters; in the sym- 
pathy that never grows cold. 

"It lie»in the warm heart of friendship; in the honest grasp of 
the hand; in the spirit of comradeship which will not trample a 
brother in *he dust, but will reach the goal with him or not at all. 
This is true success, and we can say with Cato: 

" ' Tis not in mortals to command success, 

But we'll do more, Sempronius, we'll deserve it.' 



IN CLOISTERED CELLS? 

In view of what may be expected of them, and in view of the 
available opportunities, American college undergraduates are more 
ignorant of what is actually going on in the world, than any other 
group. 

Most of them are so bound up in the petty affairs of the campus 
that they lose sight of the great outer life from which they so care- 
fully screen themselves. Particularly is this deplorable condition 
true in institutions which are not situated in large centers where at 
least a partial contact with the outer world results. 

Some of the greatest social, political and economic problems of 
the ages are facing the world today. Yet the undergraduate in his 
cloistered cell might as well be marooned on a desert island, as far as 
his interest and information are concerned. How many undergradu- 
ates make it a habit to read a daily newspaper? How many of those 
few who do read a paper, read anything more than the sporting page 
or the comic section? 

Interest and information upon world affairs is a prerequisite to 
intelligent citizenship. The alarming lack of this very thing consti- 
tutes one of the most serious accusations against our present educa- 
tional system.

Followed two days of formal session, 
intimate groups double banked about 
fraternity fireplaces, succeeded by more 
intimate bull sessions in private nxima. 
There was the Impact of idea after 
idea, almost dizzying the undergradu- 
ate minds. In addition to Dr. Meikle- 
John. the speakers were Dr. Frank 
Goodnow of Johns Hopkins, James 
Harvey Robinson nnd Dr. Ben D. Wood 
of Columbia University. All the 
speakers remained during the parley. 
Dr. Goodnow. from the audience, chal- 
lenging Dr. Meiklejohn's curriculum. 
Dr. Meiklejohn carefully restraining n 
desire to shout his disapproval of the 
educational program which Dr. Good- 
now outlined for the Johns Hopkins of 
the future. 

Dr. Goodnow described the change of 
the American college from an institute 
for Imparting liberal culture t* a "pre 
paratory school for the professions." 
At the same time there has been a ten- 
dency for the last two years of pre- 
paratory school to overlap the first two 
of college. The New Johns Hopkins 
will extend university methods to the 
last two years of college work. "A uni- 
versity cannot successfully devote it- 
self at the same time to secondary and 
advanced instructions. Under the pres- 
ent system the use of secondary meth- 
ods is unduly prolonged and the use of 
methods best suited to advanced work 
is postponed." 

On Saturday James Harvey Robin- 
son, genial skeptic, discussed the ques- 
tion of "How We Think." Merrily he 
overturned the framework of dogma 
that pedants have reared over learn- 
ing : the conception that learning is 
something that may be imposed by 
rules and regulations. 

At other session Dr. Ben D. Wood 
dlsctiBsed the new type of objective 
standardized examinations now being 
introduced in many institutions.

Percy Grainger's Concert 
Was Brilliant

Florida State College had expect ed 
in 'pen its season of artist concerts 
in iis remodeled auditorium, but de- 
lay in completion necessitated the use, 
of the high school auditorium. The 
seating capacity of this hall accommo- 
dated only the student laxly thus hav- 
ing made it impossible to offer a sale 
of seats much to the disappointment 
and embarrassment of those iu charge. 

Mr. Grainger presented last evening 
in a masterly way a program varied in 
peri, ds ami moods. To the writer the 
outstanding great interpretation of the 
evening was Grainger's playing of the 
Itacli Partita in H flat. He made it 
flesh and blood and breathed into it 
a great s>ul. The shading in the 
voices was poetically modulated as in 
the si>occh of a emit reader. 

Grainger's playing is remarkable, evi- 
dencing both extreme virility in dy- 
namics' and tenderness in tone. This 
was illustrated in his great reading 
of the Brahma Sonata in F minor. His 
n>Ode¥H group was interesting, negin- 
niog with the uncanny "The Gollaws" 
by Ravel and closing with the brilliant 
Triana gypsy piece by Albeniz. He 
clcsed with a Chopin group. To the 
hearty recalls from the audience, 
Grainger played as no one else can 
play, a uumlior of his own composi- 
tions, well known to the student body. 
These included his Country Gardens, 
Brahms Cradle Song, Irish Tune from 
County Perry, Shepherds Hey and also 
Guion's Turkey iu the Straw. Grainger 
is a gracious player, free from man- 
nerisms and plays into the hearts of 
his audience.

His (hief weapon was his clev- 
erness, which brought much apprecia- 
tive laughter from th? aud'enoe. His 
words were to this effect, "that, as his 
worthy opponent had stated, if the 
World Court only operated when it was 
■ ailed upon, if it could not enforce its 
judgments, and -If the only obligation

Home Demonstration 
Activities 

Miss Flavin Gleason. state agent of 
the Home Demonstration Department, 
has just returned from Lakeland, 
where a meeting was held of all the 
home demonstration agents of South 
and East Florida. At this meeting 
plans were completed for home demon- 
stration work In the various counties 
represented. One of the interesting 
features of the meeting was a French 
dinner prepared by the agents under 
the direction of Misses Godbey and 
Preston, home demonstration agents in 
Polk county, who studied for four 
months in Denmark, Paris and London 
last summer. 

Miss Gleason is on the Program Com- 
mittee of the American Home Econom- 
ics Association, as representative of 
the Southern states In home demon- 
stration work. She is also on the com- 
mittee formulating the program for 
home economics to be given In the 
Southern Extension Workers Confer- 
ence in Atlanta, which Miss Gleason 
and Virginia P. Moore will attend. 



The second artist series concert will 
be given by the Flouzaley String Quar- 
tet Friday, February 5, at 8:15 P. M. 

The Flouzaley Quartet is European 
in its origin but American in its out- 
growth. Adolpho Betti, first violin, is 
Italian by birlh, Alfred Pochon. sec- 
ond violin, is Swiss, Ivan d*Archauheau, 
cellist, was uuru in Belgium, and Nich- 
olas Moldavan in Russia. All four art- 
ists had achieved fame in virtuoso 
work before they became one in the 
String Quartet. 

In 1902, Mr. E. J. deCoppet, the 
banker, secured Mr. Pochon as first 
violin in the string quartet, which it 
was his custom to engage for the soje 
enjoyment of himself and his friends. 
Mr. Pochon found that outside, demands 
on the members were detrimental to 
the best interests of the quartet. At 
his request Adolpho Betti. Ivan Arch- 
ambeau and Ugo Ara, an Italian, met 
with him at the Villa Flouzaley, Mr. 
de Coppet's Swiss summer hoine*. and 
agreed to devote their entire time to 
the quartet. The name '•Floiizaley" 
was adopted in memory of the first 
meeting of the newly found quartet lu 
the home of its founder. The marvel- 
ous ensemble which the Flonzaley quar- 
tet displays can doubtless be attributed 
to the fact that three of the original 
four members have worked steadfastly 
together since the formation of the 
Quartet — a matter of 22 years. Duties 
of war caused Ugo Ara to' leave the 
group and bis position iu the organiza- 
tion is now held by Nicholas Mol- 
davan. 

The quartet came to America, and 
after playing in private for a year, 
gave its first public performance in 
1904. Since this date it has played in 
500 American cities, and has given over 
1,900 concerts on this side of the At- 
lantic. Its foreign appearances, which 
include London, Milan, Venice, Rome, 
nnd Paris, bring its European total of 
concerts up to more than 500. As many 
engagements as are accepted are re 
fused for an agreement of the members 
of the quartet Is that they will devote 
as much time to rehearsal as to concert. 
None of the members can be secured 
for individual appearance, nor do they 
teach or engage in any other pursuit 
than that of the cultivation of the 
string quartet music. In this way they 
have been able to secure t!.e complete 
co-ordination of each musician's per- 
formance and the submersion of all 
individual contribution into a practi- 
cally perfect single Instrument, which 
makes the quartet the only organiza- 
tion of its kind holding supreme rank 
in both Europe and America. 

It is also interesting to know that 
the artists have agreed that if any 
member dies the organization as the 
Flonzaley String Quartet will be dis- 
banded.

SOCIAL PREPAREDNESS 

A man or woman goes to college to gain the qualities of intellec 
tual and physical preparedness that are a prerequisite for his or her 
later conflict in the world of affairs. Just as important as these I 
qualities is another— that of social preparedness. 

Winchester College in Oxford has for its motto these words, 
"Manners Makyth the Man." How very true this is of woman, too. 
When we first go out into the world we are judged not so much by 
the chemistry or physics we have in mind, nor by our knowledge of 
the paleolithic age, as by the way we speak, act and dress. Manners 
make the woman; they are an expression of one's whole personality. 

In order that we" may not become forgetful of the elements of 
courtesy and good-breeding which we have been taught from child- 
hood, and in order that all may know the way of these things, a 
Social Committee has been organized on the campus composed of 
fifteen members. The chairman of the committee is to have the re- 
sponsibilitv for the social standards in all student entertainments 
and occasions. She is to be the student-leader in all that has to do 
with social preparedness. Thus year the social chairman was chosen 
by the vote of the Senior class. The plan for succeeding years is 
that she will be chosen by vote of the entire student body. 

The old-fashioned school for girls, of which there were many in 
the south, made much of the social education of their students. Since 
it is true that these seminaries have progressed into colleges, there 
is no reason why we should lose in our training of young women 
the tine courtesy, beautiful speech and social bearing that was given 
to our mothers. It is important in the development of the women of 
the South that we should level up to the old tine aristocracy and not 
level down to the incoming hordes from all parts of the country and 
from Europe. 

The words of an old Shinto maxim are appropriate here: "Let 
men know by your deeds who are your ancestors."

I was fortunate in 
drawing Gen. Henry T. Allen's group, 
the (object of which was "The Signifi- 
cance of the Locarno Treaties." Sen- 
em! Allen is a charming elderly gen- 
tleman, with a very erect bearing, a 
handsome graying head and a most 
amazing use of the English language. 
It was especially striking to hear a 
person of such well-known military 
ach'evements advocate peace in no un- 
certain t nns. The gist of the discus- 
sion, if such it might be called, for it 
was more of a lecture on the Locarno 
treaties with questions interposed at in-; 
tervals, was that the accomplishments 
at Locarno are important beyond all 
other recent int rnational movements) 
because they mean a new kind of CO- 
operation letwgen European nations. 
General Allen advocated entrance intoi 
the court and anv other proposed steps 
which might lead to peace. 

A conference picture was taken at 
■009 on the steps of the old and his- 
toric Nassau Hall. We almost felt as 
if we were about to sign a Declaration 
of Independ nce or some other famous' 
document in this historical atmosphere. | 
After luncheon at the Princeton com- 
mons and being shown about the cam- 
pus by young and charming Princeton 
guides, we assembled at McCosh Hall 
for a long and bloody session. The 
open forum was not a great success 
from a constructive standpoint. There 
was much lengthy and unnecessary dis- 
cussion upon slight technicalities. Only 
four colleges in the whole assembly 
were opposed to entering the World 
Court and yet three hours were spent 
in discussing the most effective 
mthod of presenting the resolution to 
Congress. In my opinion, the best reso 
lution was Introduced by Mr. Green of 
the I niversity of Georgia, who brough 
Into his resolution (1) the idea of our 
participating in some program to attain 
world peace and (21 that we should 
enter the World Court as a first step 
In this program. Many objected to the 
use of the word "step to peace" in sev- 
eral resolutions, in that many might 
construe it as a desire to enter the 
League of Nations later, or else might 
think it a minimizing of the importance 
of our entrance. Florida State College 
went on record with 139 other colleges 
t-s favoring entrance into the court 
with the Hardfng-Coolidge-Hughes re* 



ervations. Slxt en voted for the har- 
mony peace plan and ten voted to 
enter the court without reservations. 

At the evening session the resolution 
was adopted favoring the World C urt 
with the Harding-Cnolidge-Hughes : 
ervations. The vote was 244 to 6. 

Having to take a train lack to the 
city prevented my staying for the close 
of the evening session, when the per- 
manent union of Am rican students 
was organized. Lewis Fox, of Prince- 
ton, was elected president ; Thomas F. 
Green, of the University of Georgia, 
vice president, and Margaret Fleming", 
of Ohio State, treasurer. There was 
much discussirn of this organization 
before I left the meeting, which 
actually lasted until midnight. The un- 
fortunate racial clash was settled by a 
compromise, which car a for two repre- 
sentatives from each section of the 
country rather than the prorosed one 
representative from each which would 
compose the executive committee. 

In closing let me expr ss my very 
sincere gratitude to the student body 
for electing me to represent yen at this 
conference. It was a privilege to do so 
and I only wish that I might tell you 
about it in person. May I extend to 
every one of yen my warmest greetings 
and the wish that you as an alumna 
of one year's standing may some day 
have the same thrill which I had in 
representing you.

George Arliss Speaks on 
Dramatics 

The Harvard Crimson prints the fol- 
lowing account of an interview with 
George Arliss, now playing in Old 
English. "It is futile," Mr. Arliss said 
in speaking of courses in the drama, 
"to teach young people to act in schools 
unless they have had some experience 
already, or unless there Is a direct out- 
let for them in public performances. 
It is not until one puts his theories into 
practice that teally ihey exist for him. 
Bodily grace can lie taught it is true, 
bur not gestures or pantomime, unless 
M is the older stylized pantomime in 
which a certain gesture expressed a

"There is nothin? natural about act- 
ing. If acting were merely to be nat- 
ural, even though it were not mechani- 
len there would be no art in it, 
inyone could I ecome an actor.

Acting on the stage demands 
two kinds of imagination — imagination 
to create the character, and imagina- 
tion to conceive an audience.

We are hoping that many 
things may come from this committee's 
work, and that there will be great im- 
provements in individual health, pos- 
ture, right eating, etc., as well as in 
group health, the housing and liv- 
ing conditions and various phases of 
general campus health — and next week 
'tis said that community meeting is 
going to have diet questions ns its 
theme. It might be well to attend and 
hear them !

At Princeton the Harvard Crinvton's 
plan of a critique of college courses 
will be carried a step farther. The 
rrincctonian will publish a critique of 
the curriculum in pamphlet form. It 
offers to take charge of the selection 
of three first group and two low group 
students out of every course who will 
make up "a concise report on the pro- 
fessor and the subject matter offered." 
The "guide" will be published an- 
nually. 

'"There arc." says The Princctoinun, 
"a large numl>er of courses, distinctly j 
too large in our opinion, which have in 
them preponderant elements of useless- 
ness. boredom, unnecessary accumula- 
tions of worthless facts for the pur- 
pose of 'mental discipline.' and other 
equally unpleasant charncteristiis. The 
desirability of freedom from the ills of 
the lecture system for nil members of 
the University has leva advanced so 
often In these columns that it will 
scarcely bear repetition — for the ef- 
forts have proved unavailing to say 
the least. 

"By a wise selection of courses the 
student will be able to avoid those in 
which the lecturing goes beyond the 
bounds of even sleeping through, and 
boycotting of several courses would 
perhaps have a desirable effect. 

'Thus those who are engaged in the 
labor will be of Inestimable service to 
their fellow-students who follow after, 
and should contribute their advice un- 
grudgingly." 

Agitation is being carried on for a 
guide to the curriculum at Brown Uni- 
versity.

The only sure 
i way to find these factors is to find 
1 where the time of the students is era 
i trahzed. If there is a centralization 
| of time about a certain activity, that 
activity I (M onies a factor which intlu- 
■ the personally cf the students 
1 hen we must know what the compara- 
I live value of the factors Is. The 
amount of time centered about them 
is one indication. For instance, which 
receiver the most attention, classroom 
work or study, or some particular ac- 
tivity?"

The Student Volunteer 
Movement 

The Student Volunteer Movement is 
a united expression, on the part of 
Christian students, of the missionary 
implications of Christianity. The move- 
ment does not encroach upon the func- 
tions of missionary or church organiza- 
tions, but exists primarily as a re- 
cruiting agency, serving all churches 
regardless of creed. It is a fellowship 
rather than an organization, controlled 
largely by students. Although the term 
•Tirruitiug agency" implies that the 
only aim of the movement is to find 
missionary candidates, it principally 
endeavors to help students find the 
purpose of God for their lives, where- 
ver that may lead them, to set forth 
missions as the expression of vital 
i In i<tianity, and to relate mission to 
all other world movements as a force- 
ful factor in realizing a true world 
Christian brotherhood. 

No girl should allow herself to re- 
main undecided as to this momentous 
prol lent of missions. By constant 
prayer and diligent Bible reading a 
Student should reach a definite con- 
clusion: for, unless one's life work be 
in harmony with God's plan, a 
Christian cannot enter into a life of 
greatest possibilities and fruitage. After 
reaching a decision, she is untrue to 
herself and to her God if she does not 
head every energy, shape every plan, 
nnd bring all the strength of her will 
to bear on her vocation, her highest 
aim and ideal.

tion in government In secondary 
schools. For several years the two 
associations did this kind of work in- 
dependently. In the Southern Asso- 
ciation a grade adviser directed the 
colleges in carrying on this work, and 
in the Eastern Association, a commit- 
tee of college students did it. Then, 
as the amount of work increased, the 
two associations realized that college 
students could not do this work effi- 
ciently on account of their many other 
conflicting duties. They therefore 
voted to employ a secretary whose 
whole time was to be devoted to the 
extension work for both associations. 
Such a secretary was secured and her 
work began in 1925. 

Everyone always asks how the col- 
leges happen to be doing such work 
for hinh schools. It came about in this 
wav: College Student Government offi- 
cials visualized how much Freshman 
training would be simplified if the 
Freshmen had experienced the advan- 
tages of Student Government in the 
hish schools and preparatory schools 
from which they came. They felt that| 
(heir efforts would be repaid, If by 
helping secondary schools to develop 
such government, they would better 
prepare the oncoming college students 
for the responsibilities of self-govern- j 
ment there. It was not long, however, 
before the intercollegiate associations 
broadened laeir purpose in the .exten- 
sion work and saw the fine chance of 
helping secondary school students de- 
velop their sense of honor and good 
citizenship whether or not they everl 
attended a college. 

The work of the Department con-! 
sists in gathering up information 
about student participation in govern- 
ment and relaying it on to secondary 
schools. It tries always to gain the 
co-operation of state educational offi- 
cials before approaching the schools. 
It attempts through correspondence to 
interest principals, faculty and stu- 
dents, and where specific help Is 
needed, to give it. The Department : 
is not originating plans or proposing j 
new schemes of government. It is

Imagine the uncomfortableness of 
the position of a young man who en- 
deavors to pay a visit to F. S. W. ( '..

Virginia Carriugton-Thomas, Asst. 
Prof, of Organ and Theory, traveled 
nearly 3000 miles during the Easter 
vacation, giving organ recitals in 
Chicago and Oklahoma City on April 
6th and 8th respectively. The recital 
in Oklahoma City was at the invitation 
of the Federation of Music Clubs, to 
play her own compositions in a recital 
of new works ; the invitation was a 
result of a competition open to com- 
posers all over the country, two of 
Mrs. Thomas' compositions l>elng select- 
ed. A telegram received by Mr. 
Thomas in New York the following day 
reads : "Mrs, Thomas' playing was out- 
standing feature of convention calling 
forth uuliounded enthusiasm a personal- 
ity that charms and commands atten- 
tion. John Knowles Weaver, Chair- 
man." 

In Chicago, Mrs. Thomas received 
praise both as an organist and as a 
comiKiser. In headlines in the "Chicago 
Tribune" Edward Moore, music editor, 
said "Virginia Thomas in organ recital 
proves composer of merit." The Daily 
News said : "Virginia Carrington 
'lh. anas, an organist of considerable 
merit, made her appearance in a recital 
of organ music at Kimball Hall last 
night, and evinced a decided liking for 
the bigger compositions in organ music, 
as her performance of the Bach Fan- 
tasie and Fugue in G. Minor demon- 
strated. She registered the Fantasie 
with big tone volume and played the 
Fugue with effective pedaling. There 
was another Bach number, the Chorale 
Prelude O Man Bemoan Thy Fearful 
Sin which Frederick Stock has also 
employed for an orchestral version. 
This was played with lighter tonal ef- 
fects and simpler coloring. In both 
Back numbers, however, Mrs. Thomas 
disclosed a gift for the manipulation 
of the --rand organ ami a taste for its 
various tonal combinations." In speak- 
ing of the Bach Fantasie and Fugue, 
Herman Devries said in the "Evening 
American" : "ap organ composition of j 
momumental breadth, demanding the 
utmost proficiency in technical mastery ' 
. the most subdued and lyric tints 
of the Chorale and of the Scherzo were 
reproduced with much charm and j 
beauty of tone and shading." 

The Chicago Recital was under the 
auspices of the Illinois Council ofj 
the National Association of Organists 
of which Mrs. Thomas is a member; 
she was their guest at a luncheon on 
the dav of the recital. Frank Van 
DOWn. president, writes: "Mrs. Thomas 
plaved with authority and fine com- 
mand of instrument, has splendid tech- 
nical equipment and imagination, the 
Allegro of her own symphony has merit 
and was well played "

A. B. IN EDUCATION 
OFFERED NEXT YEAR 



Hereafter students in the four-year 
course in the School of Education may 
take the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 
Education, or Bachelor of Science In 
Education. Where a student has a 
majority of her courses in the Arts 
subjects, she may take the A. B. de- 
gree in Education. 

Students who expect to take the L. L 
degree can do so in two* years, pro- 
vided they have passed all professional 
requirements of the Freshman year 
before taking up the professional work 
of the Sophomore year. Any student 
contemplating changing from any de- 
partment of the College to the two- 
year course of the School of Educa- 
tion must come- to the Summer School 
of 1926 to get off her Freshman profes- 
sional work; otherwise it will take her 
two more years to get her L. L degree. 
Any student who has failed In the 
professional work of her Freshman 
year cannot take up the professional 
work of the Sophomore year unless 
she has made up her deficiency by 
means of the 1926 Summer School. 
In other words, a student entering the 
second year of the two-year course 
without having passed her professional 
work will not be able to get her de- 
gree until the end of her Junior year. 

If, at the beginning of her Junior 
year, a student finds it necessary to 
"leave college before finishing her four- 
year course, she may get her L. L 
degree at the end of her Junior year, 
provided she has satisfactorily passed 
sufficient professional work before 
entering the Junior year. 

As is usual, all students will be al- 
lowed to complete the requirements 
of the catalogue under which they 
entered.

*On Thursday, April 29, the two sec- 
tions of Abnormal Psychology visited 
the State Hospital for the Insane at 
Chattahoochee. These classes, having 
approximately one hundred members, 
were accompanied by their respective 
instructors, Mr. Finner and Miss Mc- 
Clatchy, and Mr. Bellamy and Mr. 
Kurz. The trip was made in cars 
which were loaned by the various stu- 
dents and certain of the faculty mem-

and the occupants spread this when 
and where they would. The day was 
1 not only pleasant, but was interesting 
and highly profitable. 

Arrangements had been made ahead

Farmer conducted a clinic in which 
the more familiar mental diseases 
< were demonstrated. The cases of de-

work which is being carried on by the 
i staff at the hospital. The interest of 
I the physicians is not only kindly and 
1 sympathetic but keenly scientific. The 
I State is particularly fortunate in hav- 
| ing such a group of men in charge 
! of these persons who are mentally 
I sick. The number of patients is large 
and the staff small in proportion, but 
results are apparent enough to make 
known the fact that untiring efforts 
are the rule of existence among the 
members of the staff.

TION OF UNIVERSITY 
WOMEN ORGANIZED 



Up to the present year, there have 
been in the State of Florida only three 
branches of the American Association 
of University Women — in St. Peters- 
burg. Tampa and Tallahassee. Since 
the first of February, under the leader- 
ship of Dean Kerr, new branches»have 
been established throughout Florida 
in the following places: Jacksonville, 
Gainesville, Pensacola, Miami. St. 
Augustine, Sarasota and Fort Myers. 
Interest in the Association has been 
shown in a number of places and it is 
hoped that a number of other groups 
will be formed. 

Graduates of F. S. W. C. who have 
received their degrees since 1917 are 
eligible to national membership and 
those who received their degrees be- 
fore this time are eligible to associate 
or local membership. 

Membership in A. A. U. W. brings 
with it membership in the Interna- 
tional Federation of University 
Women. Twenty-four countries have 
national federations of university 
women which belong to the Interna- 
tional Federation. The biennial con- 
vention will be held in Amsterdam, 
Holland, July 27-August 2, where the 
university women of all these twenty- 
four countries will be guests of the 
University of Amsterdam. Utrecht, 
Ley den.

Next year there will be a course in 
advanced composition for students who 
are interested in and who have talent 
for writing. This course will be taught 
by Dr. Eleanor Scott, who has been 

teaching English at the University of 
Wisconsin for the past several years. 

We undoubtedly have, as most stu- 
dent bodies, a considerable amount of 
latent talent for writing. Under prop- 
er Instruction and leadership this tal- 
ent could be made to be productive of 
good writing in the various fields of 
essay, short story, special article and 
possibly the one-act play. Up to this 
time this has not been taken care of, 
but we wish to make a beginning in 
the hope that the work will develop 
into something worth while, offering an 
opportunity for the cultivation of such 
talent as exists, and the students with 
talent for such work may get a founda- 
tion in writing which will later be 
developed into a special school of 
journalism. The work of this teacher 
would also, of course, raise and improve 
the tone of student productions in the 
college paper and magazine. 

We will have also a new teacher of 
Piditical Science. Dr. Bessie C. Ran- 
dolph of Radcliffe College will take 
up the work of Political Science and 
International Relationships and as fast 
; as possible extend this department so 
■ that there may l>e a department of Po- 
litical Science where it has before been 
a part of the department of History. 
Dr. Randolph has taught at several 
Southern colleges. Randolph - Macon 
among them, and will be a valuable 
asset to those students who are inter- 
ested in this field.

New Courses in Modern 
Languages 

Several new courses in Modern 
Languages will be offered nest year, 
some of them primarily for under- 
graduates, others lor either graduates 
or undergraduates and several which 
will l>e own only to students doing 
graduate work. 

The course for undergraduates In- 
cludes a French nnd a Spanish course 
for beginners. The course starts in 
February and is intended for students 
who enter college in the middle of the 
year, or who have failed the first 
semester's work In French or Spanish. 
More advanced courses are a French 
and a Spanish course on the Social 
Background of these literatures dwell- 
ing on the history of French civiliza- 
tion as shown in French literature and 
the development of esthetic ideas in 
Spain. 

The courses for eitaer graduates or 
undergraduates are a Seminar course 
in French and in Spanish, taking up the 
Literature of the sixteenth century, 
especially the work of Montaigne and 
Rabelais in the French and that of 
Cervantes in the Spanish. 

Courses primarily ror graauntes are: 
■ course on principles of versification 
and the development of Romance 
meters and verse forms: and a course 
each in old French and old Spanish, 
studying the languages from their 
origin down to the end of the fifteenth 
century. 



To prorro*e the highest s f andards

Flambeau, the editor-in-' hief of the 
Flastacowo and the presiden's of the 
^ome Economics Association, the 
Classical Club and the Education So- 
ciety. At the first meeting of the year 
each'member resolved to rr>a 1r e Presi- 
dents' Council mean mo e to the cam- 
pus than it has in previous years since 
this is the body which mos neatly 
rerr.?sents every pha 'e of student life. 
At this mee'ing a time was re', aside 
for regular meetines and throtrhnut 
the year the Council has been meeting 
on the second and fourth Wednesday 
nich's of each month. 

One of the firs', things don-^ was the 
reorganization of the Council and the 
division of it into standing committess. 

It was largely throuch the wor'; of 
these committees that a numbe- of 
projects were completed. The adop- 
tion of a permanent ani more satis- 
factory point sys'em has made it pes- 
sible for more pirls to r^ce'eve the 
ber-efits r rom colleee activities. Wi h 
the consent of the Jun'o- class the 
Council decided to have th? Juniors 
act as ushers on all occasions wh^re 
ushers were necessary. Believing tnat 
more college soncs would create more 
spirit on the campus, the Council rec- 
ommended a College song contest. 
This recommendation was carried out 
by the four classes on the ni^ht of 
April l'4. and was a success in every 
way. This custom is to beconre a per- 
manent tradi ion. Ths last outstand- 
ing piere of work done by the Co-n"il 
is the establishment of a second-hand 
and loan book shop. It is hoi ed that 
this book shop will facilitate the book 
rroblem next year by enabling stu- 
dents not oily to purchase mo'e sec- 
ond-hand books, but also to rent books 
for a small sum. 

The members of the Council wish 
to take this opportunity for exi ressing 
their app eciation of the co-operation 
they have received from ths students 
whom thsy have represented during 
the year.

Milwaukee Convention 

The national convention of the 
Young Women's Christian Association 
which meets bienniallv, met In Mil- 
waukee from April 21-27. Y. W. asso- 
ciations in cities, towns, rural com- 
munities and villages were all repre- 
semed, making a total of about 2,000 
P' ople. 

From these various associations 
there were erours of industrial women, 
business an! professional women, 
club women, women of leisure, and 
s u'tents. The president of the conven- 
tion was Mts. Frederick Paist of Phil- 
adelphia. She presided over all the 
assemblies. Over each individual as- 
s< ml ly there was a president. Rachael 
Dunaway. from the University of 
Texas, presided over the Student As- 
sembly. This was one of the most 
enthusiastic groups in the entire con- 
vention. Dot and Min have given up 
interesting snatches here and there 
about different parts of it. They will 
give us a detailed account soon. This 
assembly brought together about 350 
students f;om colleges all over the 
United States. 

Many worth-while things were ac- 
complished in the different assemblies 
as well as in the convention as a 
whole. Dr. Chas. W. Gilky, of Chi- 
cago, gave a series of addresses on 
' New Frontiers." One of the most im- 
portnnt things accomplished In the 
convention was the adoptldn of an 
alternate membership basis for asso- 
ciations other than student associa- 
tions — that is. each association chooses 
whether it will have personal or 
church membership basis. 

The main discussion in the Student 
Anrmmhfj «as whether or not the stu- 
dents wished to change the statement 
of the purpose. They decided that 
they did wish to have it changed, so 
a committee was authorized to bring 
su< h a statement to the next assembly 
and in the meantime the local associa- 
tions are to experiment in living these 
things.

Women

To two men !>elong the great credit 
and honor of conceiving the idea of a 
liberal college education and a medical 
college training for women in this 
! country. 

, The fight to secure professional rec- 
ognition for women was a long one, 
[ and the history of this struggle reads 
1 like ati absurd tale out of a dim past. 
I Pioneer women physicians have set a 
j marvelous standard in the spirit of 
' son ice to suffering humanity not easily 
surpassed. The early woman physicians 
not only blazed a trail, but well 
equipped educationally and in life ex- 
periear*, they made it a goodly high- 
way, ca ier of transit for every woman 
who follows. 

Fewer women than are needed are 
considering medicine as a vocation ; 
and a much greater number should be 
entering medicine and assuming the 
responsibility of research In this im- 
portant field of work. We acknowledge 
at present the existence of an insuffici- 
ent supply of well-equipped, educated 
medical women ; and these are some of 
the reasons why : 

First. A medical education now 
means at least eight years preparation, 
a college degree today being a prere- 
quisite to the study of medicine with a 
very specific preliminary requirement 
as well and an internship iu some rec- 
ognized standard hospital, before the 
degree of Doctor of Sledicinc Is grant- 
.-.1 This college work is so exacting 
that few women can give the time for 
sulf-support during the college years, 
and so expensive that relatively few 
it has no doubt worked more disastrous- 
ly in the case of women, because of the 
present collegiate requirement of basic 
courses in chemistry and biology which 
api>ear very formidable to the average 



not undermining your health and thus 
ojying an open field to diseases. Phy- 
sicians say that often serious conse- 
quences may be the result of such

So — rather curves and health. 



feminine mind. And so I believe the 
entrance of medicine into the fields 
of exact science is attracting fewer 
women to the profession than formerly. 

Six to eight years of this intensive 
preparation looms large in the horizon 
of the average eager young woman. 
Men are in a position to take longer; 
and many marry and let their wives 
help make the financial struggle, while 
few men are willing to lend the neces- 
sary support aud encouragement to the 
wife entering a professiou. 

Second : The medical course Is diffi- 
cult and necessitates a thorough know- 
ledge in abstract science, but the stand- 
ards should not be lowered in order to 
increase the number of women in the 
ssion. A better remedy is to 
irage them to a broader and more 
intellectual interest and a capacity for 
keen and intensive application. 

Third : The practice of medicine is 
lered by some to be too strenuous 
upo the strength and physical health 
of a woman ; but the modern athletic 
you: . woman will not admit this to be 
true She is learning "health habits" 
iu & boot and practising them in every- 
day Hie. With riding and swimming 
and tennis and golf she gets as much 
out-door life as her brother, and her 
[physical development should be equal 
to his. 

Fourth: Dread of sex prejudice and 
professional conii>etitien is another ob- 
jection sometimes expressed; but this 
is rapidly fading into tradition. Wo- 
men, however, must remember that 
equality and justice may replace chiv- 
alry and sex privilege, but we should 
learn to be "good sports" and to be 
womanly women always. In my ex- 
perience, the average man is always 
ready to give a woman full credit for 
merited achievement. 

Fifth : The financial uncertainty 
often presents a reason to women who 
are inclined to be timid about the 
future; but financial success is general- 
ly a matter of ability. A woman who 
does not succeed in medicine might not 
do so in any other line of work. A 
woman, when once in the profession, 
makes a mistake to place a lower mone- 
tary value upon her time and services 
than those awarded a man. Her edu- 
cation represents the same financial in- 
vestment. Her dues paid to the various 
medical societies to which she should 
belong, are the same. Her subscrip- 
tions to medical journals necessary in 
order to keep her informed on the 
up-to-date medical advancements, are 
the same no difference being allowed 
her on acount of sex. And her wear- 
ins: anparel. as a rule, is a greater item 
of expense, if she keeps herself prop- 
erly groomed. Therefore her service 
should entitle her to the same salary, 
or the same fee — as those given to men. 
CONCLUSIONS 

1. A ycung woman anticipating en- 
tering the medical profession should 
possess clear vision, deep sympathy, 
physical vitality and courage. 

2. A professional woman commands 
the respect of the public, providing she 
. bosses supreme faithfulness and ap- 
plies close application to the study of 
medicine. 

3. The field of medicine now offers 
opportunities for service, education, 
competent remuueration and research.

"Why didn't you make me?" has al- 
•nya been the cry of disillusioned youth 
against those who were supposed to 
guide him. "Why didn't you make me 
eat oranges instead of candy, so that 
I would not today be a dyspeptic?" 
"Why didn't you make me take Latin 
in high school BO I could now follow the 
course J want in college? It was not 
earaogb to advise me. You knew what 
was best for my future; why didn't you 
[>ut my feet in the right path, even 
though, unaware of my own powers, I 
feared the rough way ahead?" 

It is only human to avoid work. It 
is only human to select, in our igno- 
runce, that which "sounds most inter- 
esting." I rather think that 75 per 
cant of a class of incoming Freshmen, 
if given a choice between English com- 
;«.sition and English literature, would 
choo s e the latter were it only a course 
in the English Fairy Tale. And yet 
many an outgoing Senior regrets keenly 
her inability to write her own language. 
The uew student usually has but the 
vaguest idea of what constitutes a sub- 
ject. Botany sounds easier than An- 
thropology, with its greater number of 
syllables. "Spanish has such a lovely 
romantic sound ; I'd rather have that 
than Latin or German." 

There are those who prate of "full, 
free development"; who believe that 
what one chooses for himself will nat- 
urally be best for him. They always 
remind me of the good trenchermen 
w ho discard a doctor's advice as to diet 
because they can tell infallibly, by the 
call of the appetite, what food is most 
salutary. The belief that the young 
idea must be free to shoot in any de- 
sired direction infers that the young 
human has the beautiful natural wis- 
dom of the young tree, which inclines 
to ehooaa from earth and air only such 
elements as make for a symmetrical de- 
velopment. 

There are those again who urge the 
claims of this age of specialization. But 
when begin to specialize? Certainly 
not until one has made certain as to his 
-[.erialty. And then it yet remains to 
lay a broad foundation for his future 
work. The world is full of lop-sided 
specialists : Scientists who cannot 
write correct English; English scholars 
to whom the great world of scientific 
fact is forever closed. Be assured that 
..tie ran never build high upon a narrow 
foundation. 

Nor is the matter purely an individ- 
ual one. Certain knowledge of the past 
must be our common heritage if we are 
to saecl upon the same plane. The 
same body of literary reference, of his- 
torical information, of scientific detail, 
must be ours if we are to carry our 
converse much beyond the gutteral 
grunts of the savage. If I call you a 
Sbylock or a Jezeliel. you do not know 
whether to be grateful or to abuse me 
in kind unless we speak the same intel- 
lectual language. If I knew only 
Shakespeare and you only calculus, we 
are as far apart as though one spoke 
Norwegian, the other Hindustani. The 
homogeneity of our society depends to 
some extent upon uniformity in the 
aortas* stages of education.— H. A. Ste- 
venson. 



In the Eyes of Bryn Mawr 

Most of the courses now given in col- 
lege involve little or no discussion on 
the part of the class. Kxcept for science 
courses, there is no demonstration 
which the student could not perfectly 
well work out for himself. Every lec- 
ture becomes, therefore, an hour of 
dictation. The student's attention can 
not be held for the entire period; it 
wanders to something else and he loses 
important points. When he comes to 
review his notes before a quiz, he finds 
many of them unintelligible, because 
lie has missed the essential points or 
l.e.-anse his handwriting is confusing 
With a system of dictation, the student 
remembers little or nothing of what is 
said; he trains himself to copy me- 
chanicaJIy all the lecturer's words 
Therefore he scarcely begins to have 
an idea of the course until he reads 
over his notes. 

Since, then, his idea of the course is 
founded on this faulty record of the 
instructor's words, why not cut out the 
long intermediate process of dictation? 
Why not, instead, have the instructor 
mimeograph his remarks for the day 
and distribute the sheets each morning? 
A system of weekly quizzes would check 
up on a student's grasp of the mimeo- 
graphed outline quite as well as it does 
his gras[i of the spoken lecture. The 
student would have an extra hour in 
which to study, the instructor would 
be spared the necessity of lecturing, 
ami the student's basis for study would 
be far clearer and better organized 
And the instructor could hold office 
hours once a week to explain any points 
which the class failed to understand. 

This method seems to combine all 
the neatness of the correspondence 
school with all the academic atmosphere 
of college. The student, with all morn 
bag hours free except during his science 
courses, would have infinitely more 
time to pursue the things in the course 
which his particular bent of mind made 
especially interesting to him, and which 
he would see more clearly on consider- 
ing the mimeographed notes in the 
quiet of the library than when 
struggling to copy down the lecturer's 
words in class. Certainly a much fuller, 
clearer and nmrp individual impression 
of the course would result. And this 
seems one of the greatest aims of edu 
cation, to inspire |teople to traverse not 
only the broad cement highway of the 
college course, but also the crooked 
stile streets which are the real city 
The student might even in time come 
to look upon a college education not as 
a compulsion, lo be evaded as far as 
possible, but as a privilege, to be en 
joyed to the uttermost. — Bryn Mawr.

Coffee in the Physics laboratory at 
Four o'clock in the morning: What's 
this? The answer is. Astronomy I The 
students of astronomy decided that they 
didn't want to let Mr. David Phillips 
get away from the campus liefore they 
had looked through his telescope at 
Mars. Venus, and Jupiter, which are 
now shining like miniature moons in 
the early morning sky, and so Monday 
morning, together with a number of the 
physics students, they assembled in the 
laboratory for four o'clock coffee, and 
then went out on the green where Mr. 
Phillips hail mounted his fine telescope. 
Observations were continued until dny- 
break, and many fine sights were seen 
in the heavens. To make the morning 
complete, a shooting star blazed Its 
wav through the earth's atmosphere at 
4 :45. 

Kvery one w ho has passed Mr. Phillips' 
attractive car this week has stopped to 
gaze at the huge disk with the con- 
stellations miked by glittering rhine- 
stime and the planets with their moons 
represented by balls in their proper re- 
lations, and most of the students have 
paused to turn the knob which makes 
the moon with its nightcap revolve 
around the earth. Nearly every one 
w ho has heard him talk ajjqiH these in- 
ventions of his, and about the wonders 
of the heavens, has stayed to look 
through his telescope at the moon and 
at Saturn, or, in the daytime, at those 
spots on the sun from which burst forth 
the electrical eruptions which cause 
queer noises in radio receivers. North- 
ern Lights. and other terrestial 
phenomena. 

The study of astronomy has begun 
auspeciously in the College this year. 
Already a small telescope has !>een ob- 
tained, and it is understood that as 
scon as funds become available, a larger 
one will be added. 

Professor Harold F. Kichards ex- 
presses his approval and enthusiasm by 
the following statement : 

"I believe that Mr. David Phillips is 
doing nn excellent work in awakening 
the general public to the l>eauties of the 
heavens. I should like to see him an 
invited visitor to every school in Flor- 
ida which has no astronomical equip- 
ment of its own. I am glad that he has 
visited our Colege. Nolnxly can look at 
his ingenious panorama of the sky with- 
out getting a letter pua|MCttVQ of the

To Prove American Citizenship 

For passports. 

For exemption from military service 
in foreign countries. 

For criminal courts in foreign coun- 
tries. 

For immigration. 

For right to hold certain offices. 

For right of admission to certain 
professions. 

For collecting compensation from 
Government. 

Strange as it may seem, a death 
certificate is easier to ohtain than a 
bfarth certificate. A death certificate 
must he signed hy the attending phy- 
sician and filed with the local regis- 
trar. He then has permission to take 
care of the body. 

Birth and death rates are given so 
many per thousand. For example, last 
year the infant mortality rate was 
found by basing the two thousand who 
died before one year old ui>on the re- 
ported number of births. On the other 
hand, disease rates are put on the 
hundred thousand basis. 

Mr. Thompson impressed upon us 
the fact that statistics are important. 
He said that health work is based on 
research wotk in statistics and t hat 
when we make high-flown statements, 
we have to have facts found in statis- 
tics to back us up. In other words, 
we have to have a unit of measure in 
the bookkeeping of life. 

Let us forget the dull side of statis- 
tics and show more interest. There is 
a volume of the 192". annual report in 
the library. Make use of it. Show- 
some interest in something outside 
vour own small world.

kept clean and tit to live in. and the 
swimming pools in various places must 
be kept safe. The slogan for this work 
is "Swim in drinking water." 

The last ten minutes of his talk was 
given to a discussion of the mosiptito 
and the diseases it causes. He told a 
story of a town along the Illinois Cen- 
tral! railrond that had not Iteen ship- 
ping the average amount of freight, so 
they decided to an what was the rea- 
son. When the railroad man went to 
the leading man of the town he learned 
that for years the town had b e en full of 
malaria. He pointed out to the man 
that he was breeding mosiptitnes in his 
own yard in a ]hh>I. but had to take a 
jar of the water tilled with wiggle-tails 
ami keep them until they developed to 
prove that they would make mosipiitoes 
and not trogs. He advised us to notice 
sometimes i;, the graveyards how many 
flower iK.ts there were in which ■ OB 
quitoes were breeding. As he said, it is 
a good thing to honor the dead, but not 
at the exi»ense of the living. The mos- 
quitoes prefer clean, slow-moving wa- 
ter. The female of the s|ie.-ies is more 
deadly than the male. 

0 if the facts about malaria is 

that it gels you again ami again, al 

tl gh often it is not very serious. 

This fail leads many to think that it 
does not matter much afaovl having it. 
but they do not take into consideration 
the economic factor. Although it is not 
deadly it can make |>oople lose many 
days from work that in the end will 
make up write a total. Fortunately, 
malaria is not all over the State, but is 
limited for the most part to the tiriber 
i-onntry east of Apalachicola and west 
id' the Suwannee river. Any town can 
"i t rid of malaria, can control typhoid 
fever, and can make (he town mare 
sanitary if it is willing to put the 
money into it. A wise eXpcnditsre of 
funds can control these diseases 

The State Board of Health is will- 
i iug to help you with these problems, 
for there are problems in all ]>arts of 
the Stati-. Tell the board aiiout it. 
Write to them and sign your nafne. If 
you do not want your name known, tell 
them so and they will hold it in confi- 
dence. It takes time to do these 
things, and sometimes school boards 
are slow to act. hut they will get the 
work done and with as little red tape 
as possible.

This charming little number was 
written for piano, but was not well 
known until brought forward by 
Kreisler as a violin solo. Since then, 
it has become very popular and is 
heard as an instrumental solo, as 
chamber music for orchestra, and as 
j a song. 

The name humoresque Is usually 
given to a musical composition in 
which the composer has attempted to 
show some humorous situation of feel- 
ing. Whatever Dvorak wished to re- 
veal in this number is left entirely 
to the imagination of the hearer. Its 
melody is light and catchy, moving 
with a dance-like flowing rythm which 
almost suggests the fluttering down of 
a gayly colored autumn leaf. There 
i is a more meditative middle part, re- 
' turning again to the first movement. 
' "Prelude and Fugue on B A C H," by 
1 Liszt, was rendered as no one but a 
master of his instrument could. 

The German scale of natural notes 
consists of: A, H, C. D, E. F. G. in- 
stead of A, B, C, D. E, F. G, the 
B being always reserved to express B 
flat.

At the defeat of Nanolinti. in the 
Napoleonic wars, the returning Rus- 
sians took home the idea of freedom. 
As a consequence, in the officers 
..f the army revolted against the Tsar, 
which was calh-d the Revolution of the 
Ifissentcrs. It lastiil only a few hours. 
The oflieers were captureil. live hung, 
the others exiled. 

After this came Nicholas 1. the most 
cruel autocrat of Russia. People were 
west of Rome the | bought and sold as cattle. Whole fam- 
ilies were bartered for a horse, a cow. 
or a pip. 

Alexander II inherited the throne. 
I tider him the serfs were liberated 
without bloodshed in ISO. The land 
was divi-bil between the peasantry and 
landlords. However, this was not iiuli- 
vidually owned by the peasants, but in 
community, the good and the bad land 
being equally divided, so that each 
Shared alike. Sometimes a peasant 
would have his land divided into tenor 
tifteen little phi-es. according to the 
Quality, and would spend about one- 
third of his time traveling from one 
piece to the other. 

Alexander II created many reforms 
in the peasant life, called the "Creat 
Reforms." The community was estab- 
lished with self-government. Several 
I lllllinailltlf n together formed a zemsky 
sober, or national council. The Tsar 
was very liberal. He sldered a lib- 
eral constitution bringing iii for the 
country "legally free organization of 
the states." It was awaiting his sig-

When Grieg was thirty-one years of 
age. Ibsen asked him to compose the 
music for his play. "Peer Cyut." which 
he ilid in 1S75. and later ada p ted his 
music to the concert room in two or- 
chestral suites. Part li. "Heath of 
Ase." pictures the old mother. Ase. on 
her deathbed, left by her wayward son. 
"Peter." The son returns just in t init- 
io comfort her as she dies. This num- 
ber was written for the death Scene, 
and is one of the most tensely moving 
• Urges in all music. It is based on a 
short theme in which a three-note fig- 
ure, sol do re. is repeated again and 
again. The manlier ends with a few- 
mournful chords as the death scene 

closes. 

Prof. Church displayed an inexhaust- 
ible fttnd of brilliancy ami poetry in 
his rendition of Rreck's "Variations on 
Last Rose of Summer." The subject 
of this number was written by Thomas 
Moore and set to an old Irish tune. 
"The C roves of Blarney." Flotow used 
it in his spate, "Martha.' - and so 
brought it to world-wide attention. 

Most ideally rendered was "Cradle 
Song" by Barker. A very lovely rock- 
a-bye song. It has a simple tune hut 
underneath its placid UNlOtBCSS arc 
■ anilities of emotion such as pernape 
only mothers of the world may know. 

Most enjoyable was the Hawaiian

Tolstoy's Second Lecture 
Magnificent 

fount Tolstoy gave the second of 
his lectures in the auditorium Tuesday 
evening. July 20th. the siihjeet of which 
was "Country Life of Russia Fifty 
Years Ago." with reminiscences of his 

childhood. 

Count Tolstoy's lecture on "Russian 
Peasantry*' is divided in two parts. The 
first part, telling of the peasant life in 
Russia, and also his father's early life, 
was given Tuesday evening, luty -"111. 
ill the F. S. C. W. auditorium. 

Just before the leetnve, Professor 
Church played "The Song of the Volga 
Boatmen" on the organ. 

Count Tolstoy began hy telling about 
the classes in Russia. There are 'wo 
main classes — the peasantry and the 
intellectual. Industry is not well devel- 
oped and the industry class is very 
small. At the beginning of the war 

there wore onl> a lew factories. Eighty-

five per cent of the population is pea 
sautry. These feed the country, as well 
as about half of western Kurope. 

The Russian intellectual class is tin- 
best educated group in the world, 
i ill the other baud, the peasants are 

stly illiterate— about 70 per cent. 

This is not their fault, but government 
thought they Btight be more easily gov- 
erned if kept uneducated. Hut though 
they are illiterate, they are not igno- 
rant. They have something else very 
aluable: the knowledge of old legends, 
fairy tales and songs. You sometimes 
meet a peasant who talks exclusively 
in proverbs and parables. Ill the fairy 
tales the hero is not the stonrgest. hut 
the kindest. 

They are fatalists and are not afraid 
of death. They say. "It is the will of 
God." 

Anther characteristic is songs. There 

are BOaga for every phase of their lives. 
Some of these songs have lieen the in- 
spiration of great musicians. 

It is bard to imagine the poverty and 
misery of the peasants, in their rude 
huts of wood or clay. The agricultural 
implements are very primitive. Also, 
there is not enough land. The popula- 
tion has Increas e d considerably since 1 
the land was given them. The peasant 
would be glad to go to work in the city, 
but there is no place for him to work. 
So he has to stay at home. He is prob- 
ably no better off than forty years ago. 

bee Tolstoy, father of Count Hya 
Tolstoy, wiis horn in Russia. The fam- 
ily belonged to the old Russian aristoc- 
racy. This family bad a tremendous 
fotuiie. measured in "souls." There 
were several thousand peasant families. 
Much time was siient entertaining 
friends. Everything bad to Ik' im- 
ported. The line ust he sent to Hoi- 
land. I lost bis parents at a very 

early age. He entered a nniversi'y at 
111. He studied in three others, but 
never graduated. Not because lie could 



not learn, but was not Interested in 
things the professors taught 

He Began to w rite his diary, and there 
were live thick volumes. There was 
the same sacred tame burning in his 
IS-year-oM heart as was in later years. 
One of his rules was: it is better not 
to do anything at all than to be husy 
dobag nothing." There is sincerity and 
truth, and never hypocrisy in his work. 

lb- had no patience with canned 
I loin Is. canned music and canned 
thought. Milch rather have individ- 
uality. 

When he wrote bis first liook he 
would not sign his name, but only his 
initials. 

He fought in the war against the 
Turks, and was in a very dangerous 
position. Alexander II saved his life 
by sending him away. 

Being very much interested in edit 
cation, he Studied the methods of 6er- 
inany. France and Italy. Then he went 
\ home and started the first school for 
teachers. Some opposed his methods. 
He bail to slop his school an a i-ount of 
the government There was a suspicion 
that he was teaching revolutionary 
ideas, and once some police came to 
search for documents. This made him 
angry, ami he wrote to Alexander, tell- 
ing him he would leave if this contin- 
ued. Then Alexander wrote Mm an 
apology. 

At the age of .'55 he married.

j "War March of the Priests." by 
| Mendelssohn, is a glorious master- 
piece of inspiration and determination. 

The music of Mendelssohn the 
classicist, will live forever for its 
romantic qualities. 

"Jagged Peaks," a new comi>ositiou 
by an American cotii|>oser. Clokey, is 
a descriptive number and well named. 

There is an open freshness about it 
that suggests a colorful landscape in 
the far distance. 

Most delightful was the rendition of 
the lovely "Andantino iu I> flat" by 
Lemare. The exquisite theme of this 
number is veiled in an accompani- 
ment of utmost delicacy. 

The "familiar number" was "Uirgo."

At her lirst lecture she spoke 
of tile home life, the school life and 
some phases of the agricultural life as 
shown through the study of the silk- 
worm. The details of child-life and 
social ceremonies in the home were dis- 
cussed most interestingly. 

During her talk she illustrated with 
lantern slides, many at them lieauli- 
fully hand-painted. Her rich experi- 
ences iu that country enabled her to 
demonstrate and tell many Interesting 
things not to be found iu liooks.

Last Saturday evening .Miss Richey, 
by request, gave a second lecture on 
Japan, with lantern pictures, which 
was thoroughly enjoyed. 

She took the rural and city life 
scenes of the average, middle class: 
also the home interiors and significance 
of certain dress accessories. 

Important stages in tea and silk 
worm c ulture were explained. Having 
lived in Japan for toe years she could 
make personal experience very in- 
teresting. 

Many of the cards were hand tinted, 
and one of the most interesting sec- 
tions of the lecture was a comparison 
of ancient and modern art, in the 
famous Japanese prints. These cards 
are the gift of Mrs. W. D. Connor.

forces stationed in Tientsin, China. 
Mrs. Connor, who is a former pupil 
of Miss Schwalmcyer. has sent about 
five hundred cards for lieuefit of the 
college.

Purpose of Y. W. C. A. 

Last spring the National Headquar- 
ters of the Y. W. C. A. asked all the 
Associations of tile Y. W. C. A. to 
analyze the na:ional purpose and find 
out if it was answering the needs in 
the various cities, towns and colleges. 
They suggested that the various asso- 
ciations draw up a purpose of their 
own — a purpose that they thought 
suitable for the college or city that 
would express their aims. 

This word came to the Y. W. C. A. 
cabinet at Florida State College. The 
girls sitting in the Cabinet talked it 
over and decided to appoint a com- 
mittee to meet with the Board to work 
out a central aim. After much de- 
liberation, the committee with the 
Advisory Board drew up a purpose. 
They took it back to the Cabinet and 
it was passed on. The purpose was 
then sent to national headquarters and 
was so Cno and yet so practical in 
what it sought that it was printed in 
pamphlet form and sent to other asso- 
ciations. 

The following was taken as a central 
aim: We, as a fellowship of Christian 
students, seek to understand more 
truly the r« Ii^ion of Jesus and to live 
it more completely in our daily lives, 
believing that thus we find power and 
happiness. To make this aim effective 
we seek : 

1. To know better the person and 
leaching of Jesus. 

L'. To re-examine our values and to 
put first those things which are ex- 
ternal, especially to guard against the 
unwise expenditure of energy, time or 
money. 

3. To assume responsibility for cam- 
pus situations which tend to hinder 
ihe interest of the individual or of 
he group. 

1 T'i h*-|ng personal helo and en- 
couragement to any student who Is 
maladjusted. By this we mean any 
girl who is having difficulties with 
academic work, who is dissatisfied 
with college, or who needs help in 
other ways. 

5. To know, and accept the responsi- 
bility which comes with knowing, the 
problems of an un-Christian world. 

6. To know and appreciate the heri- 
tage we have from Christian forces 
which have been effective through the 
ages. 

It is not just living the life of Jesus 
Christ that really counts, but it is that 
inner sense that we gain from it that 
makes our lives fuller. It is not just 
knowing what Christ taught but it is 
what we get out of it in our own daily 
three. 

Let us stop for a few minutes every 
day and re-examine our value so that 
our lives will not be whirlwinds of 
activities draining our energy, time 
and money. Let us make our lives 
calm and smooth for it is only in a 
well-regulated life that a fuller sense 
of peace may enter in. 

It is a sore need of every college 
to get In touch with that girl who 
needs encouragement. Throw them a 
smile as you pass by; help them to 
understand their work on 'the college 
campus. Make them understand that 
you are their friend for friendship is 
one of the greatest gifts of life. 

Every student should make it a 
point to be informed on what is going 
on around them in the world.

What is an education? Two things 
only, as generally necessary to the 
definition. Education is preparation to 
make a living, and preparation to make 
a life. 

Formerly higher education was re- 
garded as preparation for one of the 
professions, the aristocracy of the vo- 
cal ions.

considered a keynote of the Vassar 
Institute of Euthenics. For two years 
the college has offered a course in 
euthenics along with the other under- 
graduate work. It consisted of sub- 
jects chosen from the regular curricu- 
lum and grouped together because of 
their special bearing on problems that 
women face in making their homes 
and living socially useful lives. 

"This summer the above material 
was offered to mature women, wives, 
mothers, home-makers, community 
teachers. Forty-five women enrolled 
from shingle-headed brides-to-be to 
great-grandmothers. Even -husbands 
attended a great many of the lectures. 
Children were brought and placed in 
a scientific nursery. 

The course dealt with problems of 
family relationship as well as with 
the practical difficulties of running a 
home. 

Child psychology was given 



At the heart of this sort of education 
is the development of character, per- 
sonality. Now personality can only l>e 
developed by responsibility. So long as 
someone else has to do your thiuking 
for you. you will remain untrained, and 
the "will is to character what the main- 
spring is to the watch. 

Take the question of electives in col- 
lege. The dilemma is this : if the stu- 
dent is given full power to elect, there 
is the danger that she will have that 
one-sided conception of education as 
merely training in making a living. 
<'ons.-.|uently, she may go after one 
career, and specialize too completely, 
to the detriment of those qualities of 
breadth, general knowledge, all-around- 
ness, which help one to- live more fully, 
more dec-ply. 

If on the other hand she is, in the 
interests of that general culture which 
her faculty believe in, compelled to fol-

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CONTRACT FOR NEW 
TRAINING SCHOOL 
AWARDED MONDAY 



The Board of Control met Monday 
and awarded a contract for an addi- 
tion to the Training School. The addi- 
tion, which will be about the rooms, 
will come to a total cost of about 
$69,000. The Board also received bids 
for a Home Economics Practice House, 
but the bids were all too high and so 
had to be rejected. 

Mr. Rudolph Weaver, architect for 
the Board of Control, is getting ready 
for another building on the campus 
which will cost about $90,000. It Is 
hoped that this contract will be let by 
Decemlier. 

While in Tallahassee Monday and 
Tuesday Mr. Weaver inspected Gil- 
christ Hall, which has recently been 
completed, and the new buildings at 
the A. and M. College for Negroes. He 
also inspected the new State building 
which is t»eing erected in the City of 
Tallahassee, opposite the City Hall. 

He inspected our campus with a 
view of making a general layout. This 
layout wiil be a map that will locate 
all buildings that will be built in the 
future, and all driveways and walks 
that are to be constructed on the 
ground which the college now has 
available for campus purposes. This 
insures the college of a permanent 
basis on which to work, in the years 
to come.

Thirteen hundred and twenty-four i 
students are enrolled this year, 'while! 
at the close of school last year there 
were thirteen hundred eighty-seven. 
Last vear four hundred and sixty-seven 
girls preferred the Methodist Church ; 
this year, four hundred and fifteen. 
The Methodists are still far ahead of 
any other denomination. The Baptist 
comes next with two hundred and 
ninety-four, with the Presbyterians 
running a close third with two hun- 
dred and seventy. The Episcopalians 
have one hundred and seventy-five this 
year while last year there were one 
hundred and eighty. The Catholics 
have fifty-three, the Christians thirty- 
five. Christian Scientists eighteen, 
Congregationalists seventeen. Jewish 
twelve. Lutheran ten. Universalists 
two. The Nazarine, United Brethren, 
and Unitarian each have one. Nineteen 
girls expressed no preference. 

There are sixteen States besides our 
own represented on the campus. Of 
these States. Georgia has the largest 
representation with thirty-five students, 
and Alabama has thirty-two. Ten- 
nessee has four. Illinois three, Penn- 
sylvania two. North Carolina five. New 
York two. Texas two. and Arkansas. 
Louisiana, Missouri. South Carolina, 
Ohio, North Dakota, and Vermont 
each have one. There is one student 
registered from the Canal Zone. 

This vear Hillsborough County has 
gone far ahead of Duval in represen- 
tation. There are one hundred and 
twentv-four Hillsborough girls regis- 
tered." with one hundred and thirteen 
from Duval. Of the other counties 
Polk with eighty. Pinellas with sev- 
enty-eight. Leon with eighty-five. Ala- 
chua with thirty-eight, and Orange 
with fifty-six have the highest enroll- 
ment.

From 1924-1926 Dr. Randolph was 
given a legal fellowship by the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, 
and was sent to Harvard, where she 
did work in International Law, receiv- 
ing her Ph.

At present Dr. Randolph is teaching 
Political Science, and a course in In- 
ternational Relations. She taught in 
the history department at Randolph- 
Macon for three years. 

Dr. Scott is a native of Orlando.

For the past 
five years she has been teaching at 
the University of Wisconsin, from 
which institution she received her 
doctor's degree. Dr. Scott's disserta- 
tion for her Ph.D. was on the Literary 
Tendencies and Activities in New York 
from 17S9-1840.

DEBATE OXFORD SPEAKS IN STATE 



IN F.S.W.C. HALL 



Oxford University of England will 
debate the University of Florida at 
Tallahassee, October 29, in the first in- 
ternational Intercollegiate debate ever 
held in the State of Florida. Claude 
Sarkman, Cooke Gardner and Robert 
Hodges were selected by the faculty 
committee on public speaking and de- 
bating to represent the University of 
Florida, with Garland Budd and Ralph 
Merritt as alternates. The question 
has not yet been named, but will be 
selected from those submitted by the 
English school this week. 

Due to the unusually short time be- 
twean now and the debate, the faculty 
committee decided that it was best to 
pick a team at once so that the mem- 
bers could immediately begin work. 
Only three weeks remain in which to 
prepare for the contest. The commit- 
tee, headed by Dr. Bristol and assisted 
by several members of the faculty, 
who have been actively interested in 
debating for the past seveial years, de- 
cided that the above named speakers, 
having had two years of collegiate de- 
bating experience should be given the 
preference and the opportunity of up- 
holding the University of Florida 
against the University of Oxford 

Since the Florida-Georgia game will 
be plaved at Athens the day following 
the debate and since so many Florida 
student* wist, to see that game, it wad 
held advisable to seek some other loca- 
tion for the contest and Dr. Conradi, 
president of the Florida State College 
for Women, generously offered the use 
of the Tallahassee auditorium for the 
occasion.

Glittering plaiitudinizing and liberal- 
posing have been marked very low, as 
creating an ephemeral and specious 
interest."— The New Student. 
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National Student Conference 

The colleges and universities of the 
United States are to send delegates to 
a National Student Conference at Mil- 
waukee, Wis. It is being called after 
overwhelming pressure from student 
groups in every part of the country. 
The time has come to face, not in a 
fragmentary and sectional but in a 
thorough going and national way, the 
futility and impoverishment of our 
spiritual resources as we face unparal- 
leled world confusion and disharmony.

Our attempts to solve questions of 
race, of war, of campus standards and 
of economics, political or personal ad- 
justment have revealed our spiritual 
impotency even to meet adequately 
our social needs, to say nothing of 
helping the world which holds out its 
hands to us. 

The program will be designed, there- 
fore, to reveal relentlessly the contrast 
between the kind of people we are, the 
kind of madhouse world we have made 
for ourselves, and the dream we may 
share with One, the first in history, 
"who absolutely trusted the Unseen, 



who had utter confidence that love was 
at the heart of all things, utter confi- 
dence also in the Absolute Power of 
that Absolute Love, and in the liberty 
of that Love to help him." 

If 3,000 students can be found who 
will dare to think through and act 
upon what is involved in this contrast, 
no one can foretell what may come of 
it. One thing seems sure; it will lead 
us to a Great Penitence — and perhaps 
to Great Decisions and Adventure. 
Such experiences have ever been the 
necessary precursors of enhanced spir- 
itual life and power.

One of the most interesting and in- 
structive phases of Home Economics 
is that of institutional management. 
This name may sound meaningless, but 
its purpose explains itself well. It in- 
cludes a study of the problems in- 
volved in the feeding of large groups, 
the purchase and care of supplies and 
equipment, the adaptation of menus to 
meet the needs of various groups as 
found in school lunch rooms, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, hospitals and institu- 
tions where work of this sort is done 
on a large scale. 

This class is made up of 'one lecture 
period and one lab period per week 
In the lecture period the buying of | 
food and equipment, the cost, figuring 
emplovment management and the 
study of specific institutions such Ml 
hospitals, tea rooms, cafeterias, clubs 
and college dining halls are studied. 
The lab period is held in some depart- 
ment of our own food department. The 
class is for Seniors exclusively.

Influence 



The Neglected Sophomore 



Never before In the history of 
paper production have so striking ten- 
dencies toward change been evident. 
■ Other periods have seen more marked 
iuiovements in professional newspapers. 
Perhaps there have also been more 
! vital eras in the story of college jour- 
nalism. But it is doubtful if in any 
other decade both amateur and pro- 
fessional practice have shown such so 
distinct trends toward as definite 
goals. 

These trends are two, for the col- 
lege and the regular press are going 
in different directions. Each move- 
ment reflects, however, one of the two 
major developments in American life 
today. 

These two major trends in our mod- 
ern life are: first, in the field of eco- 
nomics, the movement toward materi- 
alism and standardization; and sec- 
ond, in the intellectual field, the move- 
ment toward a liberalism of thought 
through application of the spirit of in- 
quiry. 

In recent years the change in profes- 
sional journalism has closely paralleled 
the general economic trend toward 
standardization. Profesional journal- 
ism has assumed a definite bend to- 
ward the large scale activity that has 
distinguished other fields of effort. 
Standardization has been found equal- j 
ly as effective in newspaper produc- ; 
tion as in production of any other kind, 
where the measure of efficiency is the j 
amount of dividends produced. 

Even more recently, college jour-; 
nalism has steered the same course 
that intellectual development is tak- 
ing. In the last few years, say almost. 
In the last two or three or four years, 
the college papers have assumed the 
lead in the movement toward so-called 
•student emancipation." While the 
liberals in religion and art and let- 
ters have been busying themselves 
pulling at the heritage of dogmatism 
left by the 19th and preceding cen- 
turies, the college papers have been 
their colleges under the micro- 
applying the spirit of inquiry 
' to traditional academic creeds 
uch success that everywhere 
•fforts have made themselves 
heard so loudly and noisily and persis- 
tently that results have necessarily 
followed.- -Edwin Van Kleek.

Michael Franklin of Oxford 
Talks on John Maseneld 

To the audience which heard the 
talk on and readings from John Mase- 
flcld given by Mr. Michael Franklin 
last week. Masefield will be much 
more real. And surely his works will 
lend more enjoyment. 

The t-ne point which most nearly 
characterizes the life of Masefield is 
his simplicity. This is reflected in 
his home, in his gardens, in his own 
personal appearance, and in his con- 
• ersations. He entertains some of 
the greatest men of the world in his 
cottage and makes them feel entirely 
at ease. 

Masefield desires to be remembered 
as a poet, novelist and dramatist, as a 
writer of worthwhile thoughts, but he 
does not wish to be remembered as a 
man who was born in 1S74 and wrote 
such and such an article on a certain 
date. 

As Mr. Franklin read selections from 
Masefield, he lived in the parts— and 
so did the audience. Because of his 
intimacy with Maseneld. he Is well 
fitted to interpret his works.

Following the brilliant introduction 
known as the prologue, the rhythm of 
the march is beard at first softly, as 
if there were a procession in the dis- 
tance. Rapidly it increases in tone 
and rises to a climax, only to fade 
away again into the distance after the 
band has passed by. 

The intermezzo and toccata are the 
remaining numbers of the suite, the 
latter being omitted today. The little 
intermezzo will be played entirely upon 
the flute stops of the organ. 

Sunset Edwin Henry Lemare 

(1865- ) 

In contrast with the previous num- 
ber, this "song without words" opens 
with string stops only. Soon a flute 
strengthens the melody, and in the 
second section the soloist is a strong 
reed stop known as the tuba. The 
careful listener may thus become ac- 
quainted with characteristic tone col- 
ors of different parts of the organ. 
An Autumn Sketch. John Hyatt Brewer 
(1856- ) 

It will be left to the -imagination of 
each member of the audience to dis- 
co\er why Mr. Brewer has called this 
allegretto caprice by the name, An 
Autumn Sketch. 

Berceuse, from Jocelyn Benjamin 

Godard (1849-1895) 

This familiar and much loved melody 
is an interlude in the opera Jocelyn, a 
cradle-song which perhaps is the op- 
era's greatest claim to permanence in 
musical literature. 

Godard is the composer of several 
operas, ballets and many piano pieces 
in the lighter French style. 
Toccata and Fugue in D Minor.. John 
Sebastian Bach (1685-1750) 

The name of John Sebastian Bach 
is one of the very greatest in all the 
annals of music. By this master, "poly- 
phonic structures were erected which 
will be the admiration of ages. The 
momentum of his grand fugues is as 
inexorable as the march of fate." 

Appreciation of Bach rests upon the 
ability to hear not only one melody, 
but several melodies progressing simul- 
taneously, (usually with one outstand- 
ing theme predominating). This is 
well illustrated in the great fugue in 
D Minor. A brilliant toccata takes 
the place of ihe usual prelude, and 
conies to a complete and final close be- 
fore the fugue begins. The latter en- 
ters with a decided change of style; a 
light and rapid theme is given out by 
one voice alone. Each voice in turn 
takes up this theme, called the sub- 
ject, the pedals being the last to pre- 
sent it. After all the voices have en- 
tered, they proceed to "play tag" with 
one another, tossing fragments of the 
subject back and forth from one man- 
ual to the other. Finally the pedals 
alone give forth the subject as a whole, 
and all voices unite in rising to a 
surging and mighty climax.

(1869- )

I EVOLUTION OF LOGIC 

At their regular meeting last Thurs- 
■ dny evening the members of Kappa

I dress by Dr. Anna F. Liddell. professor 
I of philosophy at the Florida State Col- j 
I lege for Women. She ably reviewed I 
| and supplemented in most interesting 
fashion the book entitled "Evolution | 
of Logic," recently written by Prof. H. I 
Horace Williams from the University 

of North Carolina. 

Dr. Liddell introduced the idea that 
the ability to formulate a theory, to 
speculate about life, is the process of 1 
intelligence, the field of logic. Sub- 
jective logic must and does pass be- 
yond the sphere of relativity. Think- 
i 1 1 _r is self-contained and to be under- 
stood only in terms of itself. We build 
out of the world of nature a new 
world of our own. If we achieve per- ' 
foctioa it must be through our own 
struggle. Philosophical explanations 
bar* centered in the object, in the be- j 
coming or process, in the absolute or 
the type that abides. The theme of 
the book is that all three are but 
phases of the reality, mutually related 
and mutually de[>endent.

dilutions, especially Cornell Univer;

Already the western schools are pre- 
paring "constructive" equivalents for 
ase in place of intercollegiate competi- 

ion. On October 30th Mills College. 
Stanford University and the Univer- 
sity of California will meet for a play- 
day.

P. S. C. is very fortunate in having 
with her a distinguished visitor. Miss 
Mary Boyle, who arrive 1 on Tuesday 
and will remain through Sunday. 

Miss Boyle is a pupil of the Abbe 
Henri Breiul, professor at the Insti- 
tute of Human Palaeontology in Paris 
which was founded by the late Prince 
of Monaco. The Abbe Breiul is known ' 
as the first archaeologist in Europe 
and is famous for the reproduction of 
the painting iM * he raves of France 
and Srain— paintings which reveal a 
wonderful art and astonishing accur- 1 
acy of obfervation in artists living 
from 15,000 to 25,000 B C. Miss Boyle 
shows slides and colore.1 prints of 
these paintings and casts of some oT 
the ivory and bone objects, wonder- 
fully engraved, made by the same 
people. 

The subjert of the lecture scheduled 
for Friday evening at 8 is "Pre history, 
or the Days Be r pre Writing Was In- 
vented or Historical Re-ords Could Be 
Kept." This is a comparatively new 
subject dealing wi.h all the oldest 
things on the globe. Most of the dis- 
coveries, and nearly all scientific clas- 
sifications of them have been made 
since the legiuning of the twelfth 
century. Yet it is a subject so old 
that it concerns the whole human race 
Irrespective of nationality. In it can 
be trace! the birth of religion, of art, 
or of <ivili7»tion. It deals with the 
movements of people, changes of cli- 
mate, and fauna with immense half- 
for-'otten geographical differences. 

Miss Boyle has published a book on 
Prehistory, written simply, principally 
for children and is just bringing out 
a second volume on the subject suited 
for the general public. 

Miss Boyle is also well known as a 
poet, having published five books of 
verse. On a previous lecture tour she 
recited her own poems in Washington 
and Boston. On this tour she brings 
a just completed collection entitled 
"Songs of the Glen." 

A tea to which Seniors, faculty mem- 
bers of the English department, and 
social directors have been invited, will 
be given Saturday afternoon honoring 
Miss Boyle.

The nineteenth annual meeting of 
trer W. 1. A. S. G. met at Trinity 
College in Washington, D. C, Novem- 
ler 11-13. There were fifty-five lead- 
ing women's colleges represented com- 
ng from al) parts of the United 
States. Ann Page and Mildred Bruce 
represented Florida State. 

The first general session opened 
with an address on, "Student Govern- 
ment in Relation to Citizenship," by 
Dr. Geiger from William and Mary. 

The second general session was de- 1 
voted to the study of "Psychology Ap-| 
plied to Jud'eial Functions of Student) 
Government." This was led by Dr. , 
George W. Johnson from the Catholic- 
College. 

The Honorable Secretary of Labor. 
Mr. Davis, led the third general dis- 
cussion on the topic, "The Honor Sys- 
tem." 

There were five topics arranged for 
discussion in small groups. These 
were (1) Faculty and Student Gov- 
ernment Co-operation;* (2) Public 
Opinion; (3) Special Functions of 
Student Government; (4) National 
and International Problems: (5) the 
Freshman Problems. Ycu Were al- 
'owed to choose any group and many 
interesting points were developed iu 
these groups. 

There was much discussion as to 
whether this conference and the Na- 
tional Federation of Students which 
meets in Ann Arbor. Michigan, De- 
cember 2, 3. 4 should be combined. 
U was decided to keep this conven- 
tion for the study and unification of 
student government in the United 
States and let the international prob- 
lems go to the N. F. S. 

This convention meets next year at 
Smith College in North Hampton, 
Mass.

The regular monthly meeting of the 
American Association of University 
Women was held on Friday evening at 
the home of Dr. Jennie Tilt, acting 
Dean of the School of Home Econom- 
ics. The necessary business was trans- 
acted including the election of Miss 
Esda DeVinney as treasurer in the 
place of Miss Annabel "Wesson who 
resigned. The chairman of the pro- 
gram committee then presented the 
speaker of the evening. Doctor Mina 
Kerr, Dean of Women of the College. 

Doctor Kerr was one of some hun- 
dred and fifty delegates from this 
country to the international meeting 
of A. A. U. W. at Amsterdam, Holland, 
this summer, and her talk was chiefly 
on that subject. First, however, she 
♦ old of the inspirins Peace Pageant of 
Women held at Hyde Park, England, 
and of the progress made in the build- 
ing of Crosby Hall, London's home of 
A. A. U. W. 

Twenty-seven nations were repre- 
sented at the international meeting, a 
point of interest being the cordial wel- 
come given the German delegates, all 
women of outstanding attainments. 
The speaker stated that there waf 
some dissatisfaction expressed be- 
cause of the lower standard for mem- 
bership in America than in England 
and on the continent, where, as is well 
known, a university is an institution 
about two years beyond what is known 
as a university in this country. 

Doctor Kerr then reviewed briefly 
and most interestingly the four out 
standing addresses of the session, the 
keynotes of some of which were the 
desire of women to do important 
things, not simply get degrees, to 
reach the place where people will say 
not. How excellent for a woman!" 
but "How excellent!": co-operation 
and understanding among the think 
ing women of the world, the coming 
together of the world of scholars and 
the world of politics, (problems are 
international while most minds are 
onlv national), freedom in the homes 
of "the world that the very best that 
is in women may be expressed, thus 
only getting the best for the children 

Everyone enjoyed this taste of the 
international meeting that all would 
like to have attended in person. After 
a delishtful social hour and light re- 
freshments, the meeting adjourned.

To her fifty founders the Society 
will dedicate the new Memorial Hall 
at the College of William and Mary, 
and has appropriated one hundred 
thousand dollars for Luis part of the 
program. Interesting memorabilia will 
be preserved in the hall, which is to 
be a charming and much-needed 
center where members can gather from 
all parts of the country in that same 
fraternity spirit which characterized 
the first delightful meetings at old 
Raleigh Tavern, in Williamsburg. 

Answering the need voiced by 
nearly a hundred college presidents 
recently for more inspirational teach- 
ers, the Society is offering a Grand 
Prize of $10,000 a year for distinction 
in teaching, as well as numerous 
smaller awards and grants. This 
seems like a big step in the right direc- 
tion, for not only will this program 
stimulate interest among students and 
faculties but it will tend to focus pub- 
lic attention upon teaching ideals. In 
proportion as the public comes to re- 
gard teaching as a high art will it lie 
possible to draw to the profession men 
and women possessing that "conta- 
gious intellectuality" so much sought 
for by college heads. And with the 
addition of more such teachers to our 
faculties the problem of scholarship 
will solve itself.— The Agnostic.

Why Is War? 



Throughout the ages man has re- 
sorted to war to redress his real or 
fancied wrongs and to realize his am- 
bitions. Usually the result is not 
worth the effort. Yes, war goes and 
has gone on. Could it not be possible 
that the deep-lying reason for this is 
to be found in the individual? 

Man is pre-eminently selfisfh. In his 
desire for personal power and wealth 
he , absolutely fails to see anything 
clearly except his own aims and is 
regardless of right and wrong. His 
false pride makes him feel that any- 
thing for pride is justifiable. Some 
people get into wars through ignorance 
of the real causes and the conse- 
quences. The obstinately act upon 
suspicion or prejudice or hatred be- 
cause they know no better. A great 
propelling power is fear — of slavery, 
self annihilation, or loss of personal 
rights. 

The individual characteristics are 
carried ov"er into the group. There 
they develop into irresistable forces. 

First and foremost is the feeling of 
nationalism. This takes manv forms. 
Many times patriotism and false pride 
carry people into a war when their 
country is absolutely in the wrong. 
That is not considered. Their patriot- 
ism requires them to support their 
country. Hand in hand with this false 
patriotism we find ignorance, especial- 
ly in the lower classes. They blindly 
follow the leader, not at all aware of 
the real things behind it. Often mob 
spirit carries them beyond the leader's 
control and wars follow that were 
never intended and as a result des- 
truction and terror reign. Other 
classes seek territorial expansion and 
enrichment of their country which 
lead to countless wars. The fear of a 
stronger country and desire for self- 
preservation and national identity call 
forth every resource and every man. 
The selfishness of the individual de- 
velops in the group into struggles for 
economic imperialism. This they seek 
in territorial expansion, commercial 
control in smaller nations and growth 
of a merchant marine. Many nations 
build their merchant marines so that 
they can be turned into battle ships. 

Race prejudice seems to be an In- 
herent factor that has been the cause 
of many a war. Just such a prejudice 
exists between the French and Ger- 
mans. It may arise from various 
things: Fear of a stronger power, de- 
sire for territory, effort at supremacy. 
Later it may become an obcession that 
causes useless wars fought simply to 
be fighting. 

Nations from time to time develop 
national policies which in their ful- 
fillment bring the nations into con- 
flict with others. Alliances, open and 
secret, bring about wars when the 
nation itself perhaps knows nothing 
about it and is drawn in involuntarily. 
The policy of a balance of power ha3 
been the chief cause for many wars 
and probably has not gone entirely 
yet. 

Nations with militarism for a policy 
are practically seeking war for ex- 
pansion and developments of army and 
navy and the national control of eco- 
nomic resburces are done only with 
that aim in view. 

Militiristic nations train their citi- 
zens that war is first and right and, 
usually, that their nation (Kin do no 
wrong. Can it be expected that such 
a nation should be peaceful? 

As long as such conditions exist we 
must expect war. The entire policy 
of the world would have to undergo a 
radical change. Will it? That is the 
cause of war — B. L. '29

However, if 
you will use it, leave off the final "ed" 
so commonly added. 

10. To pronunce "attacked" as 
though it were spelled "attack-ted" is 
to class yourself with the piMfully far- 
norant.

Oft as we jog along life's winding 
way, occasion comes for every girl to 
say, "This road or that?"

The solution of these 
problems brought many to decisions 
that will change their entire lives.
